8 very impudent and fallacious ſtatement of the value of Engl; and 
Iriſh Tickets, with a view to depreſs the former and raiſe the latter, ſo 
induſtrioufly circulated, by the agents of the ſubſcribers to the Ir; Lottery 
and holders of [rifh Tickets, muſt raiſe the indignation of Engliſhmen when 
a true ſtatement is laid before them, and that they are informed, that the 
profit now demanded on Iriſh Tickets, is 21. gs. 7d. & per Ticket, for they 
ſtand the Subſcribers in no more than 51. 3s. 4d. 4 and the price now is 
q 1 38. whereas Engliſh T ickets are ſelling at 161. 4s. which coſt the Sub- 
Cribers 151. 125. gd. or 118. 3d. profit on each Ticket, not 4 per Cent. 


The profits on [iſh Tickets is near 50 per Cent. 


The Fngiifh Lottery is a great national object, this year it has produced 
a profit of 270, GOol. in aid of the expences of government, therefore ought 
not to be ſacrificed or endangered, for if Lotteries are rendered leſs productive, 
the deficiency muſt be made up in ſome other way, perhaps by an addition 
to the Shop Tax. or one equally grievous to the Public, 


Can it be policy to riſque ſo great a branch of revenue to enrich a few 
Individuals connected with the {ri/h Gavernment. For that nation profits 
little by it, therefore cannot be a national object there; and if it were, is 
it fitting that we ſhould ſacrifice ourſelves to accommodate them. If for 
the very extraordinary indulgence ſhewn to the Iriſb Lottery, by giving up 
the beſt ſeaſon for ſale of Lottery Tickets, and that that has been invariably 
fixed on for drawing of the Engliſh Lottery, viz. November, theſe Gentry 
make a very grateful return in their modeft advertiſement, circulated with 
the monthly publications, in which they endeavour to prejudice the public 
mind againſt our Lottery as much as they can, by the 2 Falſebeods. 


It is not poſſible that the public can be the dupe of ſuch ſhallow tricks 
and glaring falſehoods, which it is the duty of every honeit man to detect 
and expoſe. . 


& That in the Iriſh Lottery, there are the cuſtomary number of prizes,” 
is not true, for there are about three Blanks to a Prize, and formerly there 
uſed to be but two Blanks. | | 


That the Iriſh L:ttery, is already half fold,” no man in his ſenſes can. 
believe; on the contrary, it is very well known, the fale of Iriſp Tickets 
was never ſo flat as in the preſent Lottery. Nor will the aſſertion that 
<« the ſale of Ii Tickets is equally divided between the two Iſlands” gain 
more ready belief; But that few Englih Tickets have been fold in Ireland 
is notorious. The Iriſh have heretofore manufactured Tickets on the Eu- 
gliſb Latteries for themſelves. | 


That many Thouſand Jriſb Tickets were unſold in the laſt Lottery is alſo 
notorious; and it muſt be recollected that they were a drug during the 
i | Drawing,

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Drawing, for they bore little or no advance ſrom the firſt day of Drawing 
to the laſt, arid the holders of them loſt many T houſands. The other 
parts of their advertiſement need no comment, and they do indeed prove 
too much for their purpoſe; for if the holders of Engh/h Tictets loſt many 
"I houſands by them in the laſt Lottery, it will be the duty of the Miniſter 
to prevent the like happening again, by limiting the introduction of Iriſb 
Tic ets to the prejudice of the Englich. 5. 

To ſhew the true ſituation of the two Lotteries, the number of capital 
Prizes in each is here given, at the ſame time obſerving that in the /ri/þ 
there are about Three Blanks to a Prize, in the Exgliſb about Two Blanks 
to a Prize. And that the Prizes in the Irish are paid in the Currency of 
that country, which is a difference of 85 per Cent. beſides the charges of 
Commiſſion and Diſcount, the whole of which may be fairly rated at 12 
per Cent. and are not payable until June next, at which time the English 
are alſo payable, although drawn three months later.

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There are alſo 103 Prizes of {100 in the Engliſh, and but 30 of 
£100 in the Iriſh Lottery. | 30 0 


By the above it will be ſeen that there are above three Capitals in the 
Engli/h, for one in the Iriab Lottery, and the proportion ſhould be as 48 to 
40; 48,000, being the number of Tickets in the Enghi/h, and 40,000, the 
number in the J-:/5 Lottery. And if the principal on which Lottery Schemes: 
have been heretofore conſtructed in theſe countries be juſt, the Prizes 
ought to bear a due proportion to the number and price of the Ticicts in 
each Lottery. | 


It will now clearly appear to the Public, that English Tickets are above 
40 per Cent cheaper, than the Jrish, taking the original coſt of each. 
dhould the public ſee this buſineſ in its proper light, aud reſiſt the im- 
poſition attempted on them, like attempts may be preyented in future.
